NEW STEAM BOILERS 
AET MUCH STRICTER 


GREATER SAFETY FOR OPERAT- 
ORS PROVIDED BY -PRE- 
MIER’S BILL 


With a view to providing for great 
er safety of those operating steam 
boilers in steam plants, and in con- 
nection with pressure vessels in the 
province of Alberta, Premier J. E. 
Brownlee has given the first reading 
in the legislature to a new Boilers Act 
although it is not likely that second 
reading will be given for at least two 
weeks and probabiy three, as the Ca- 
nedian Manufacturers’ association and 
other interested organizations have 
signified a desire tc make further re- 
presentations in regard to it, which 
may result in some alterations and 
emendments being made. 

In its application the Act tightens 
up the reins on all construction in- 
wtallation, inspection and operation of 
ell pressure vessels and the registra- 
tion of their design and specifications 

A stricter examination of all appli- 
cants for certificates under the Act 
and the standards of qualification for 
any certificate nre also made more 
strict. 

Regulations providing for the certi- 
fication of engineers and firemen have

TWO & HALF MILLIONS 
ALTA. LIQUOR PROFITS 


BELATED RETURNS FOR 1827-28 
IN PROVINCE DUE TO FISCAL . 
YEAR CHANGE 


EDMONTON-- Liquor profits, accru 
ing to the province of Alberta during 
the year ending December 31, 1927, 
totalled $2,038,622.53; for the three 
months dating .rom January 1, to 
Marth 31, 1928 the profit was $523,- 
&86°82, and the total for the 15 months 
period from January 1, 1927, to March 
31, 1928, reaching the high figures of 
$2,562,509.32, according to figures con 
tained in the aunual report of the Al- 
berta Liquor Control Board tabled in 
the legislature, by Hon. J. F. Lym- 
bourn, attorney-general. 

The report shows an increase of 
$235,069.98 in profits for the whole of 
1927 over the whole of 1926 when the 
profit reached a total of $1,803,552.25. 

The somewhat complicated manner 
in which the report is drawn up is at- 
tributable to the fact that the new 
fiscal year change comes into effect 
this year. The government’s new 
fiscal year from now on will. start 
April 1, instead of January 1, and this 
‘s given as the reason for the some- 
what antiquated figures provided in 
the report. In future reports will be 
given for the actual year ending 
March 31 in each year. Thus next ses 
sion’s liquor report will give the fig- 
ures from April 1, 1928, to March 81, 
1929.

For the past five years the trade in 
farm atid garden seeds has been regu- 
lated and carried on according to the 
regulation of the Federal Seeds Act 
which have provided for the proper 
grading of ali classes of seed to the 
growers. Changing conditions , more 
particularly in the production of cer- 

| eal grains has made it necessary that 
the Act be amended in certain parti- 
culars in order to conform more near 
ly with present day requirements. The 
Act with the changes has been issued 
as Acts, Orders and Regulations No. 
24 of the Departmentof of Agriculture 
at Ottawa. - 

The development of the production 
of seed classed as “Registered” has 
led to the providing of extra grades. 
In the original act this class of seed 
was covered in two grades only name- 
ly “Registered” and “Extra No. 1” 
These have been changed to “Register 
ed No. 1” “Registered No. 2” and 
“Registered No. 3” all of which are 
thoroughly reliable for seed purposes 
but the two lower grades have been 
provided to take care of pure varieties 
of seed damaged in appearance by 
weather conditions without impairing 
its vitality. By this modification large 
quantities of perfectly good seed, that 
would have otherwise been last to 
commerce has beén preserved. 

Another change provides for the re 
fusal of the Minister to issue a lic- 
ense for new varieties of cereals of 
inferior quality.

In his book “ Cancer and the Pub- 
lic” Dr Childe says, “It is as much a 
crime of hygiene for a person to die 
of cancer of the skin as it is to die 
of typhoid fever in the present age of 
wide spread information.

Ninety Per Cent of Cancer 
Is Preventable 
—__9—_—_- 

The above statement may be ex- 
tended to incluae cancer of nearly all 
parts of the body. Dr J. C. Blood- 
good of John Hopkins recently told 
of the wonderful results achieved at 
that hospital in connection with can- 
cer of the mouth. By educating the 
public on the relation of the teeth and 
of tobacco to cencer of the mouth 
more than 70 per cent of the possibly 
cancerous patients that come to that 
hospital today do not actually develop 
cancer. They came in time. In the 
old days of waiting, it was less than 
3 per cent of such patients who did 
not actually develop cancer. 

What was done there in the case of 
cancer of the mouth is possible of ac- 
complishment in other parts of the 
body. There is a certain reason at 
the bottom of tke occurence of can- 
cer in different parts of the organism 
These reasons have been pretty defi- 
\nitely worked out. So much so, that 
‘today we know what should be done 
\to prevent cancer from developing in 
‘almost any part. of the body.

Cancer Begins as a 
Local Disease 
———_9——__—_ 

In its beginning cancer is always a 
|local disease. Tnis naturally implies 
a local cause. In one ongan it is one 
thing, in another organ it is some- 
thing else. But there is always a 
double factor, namely, injury and irri 
tation at the foundation of every can 
cer. Probably no greater proof of 
this exists than the fact that cancer 
develops primarily only in parts of 
the body that are suscepible to trau- 
ma. We hear of cancer of the liver, 
it is true, but cancer in that organ al- 
ways is a migration from a primary 
growth located eisewhere: 

Inasmuch as the causes of cancer 


E HOME TRADE 
QUESTION AGAIN 


None will gainsay that the wage- 
earner, whether he be a laborer, farm 
er or professional man, has _ the in- 
herent right to spend his earnings 
wherever he desires. If he wishes to 
buy his suit in some distant city, he 
has that privilege, and quite often he 
may learn that fe makes a mistake 
by buying goods without a careful ex- 
amination of them. When this is the 
case—and it frequently is-— the pur- 
chaser becomes a_ better patron of 
home institutions than ever before. 

But there are a few things that the 
average man and woman overlook. It 
1s the dollars that they send away 
that mean money taken out of local 
circulation and subsequent impover- 
ishment of the community. Five dol- 
lars a year from each one sent away 
amounts to $25,000 a year and in 10 
years $250,000 

Suppose that a fifth or sixth of this 
represented the profits that should be 
left in the community. It would be 
quite enough to establish a’ business 
enterprise that would support several 
families. But for home communities 
the average amount sent away for 
goods are a third to a half and often 
more than the tvtal paid for needed 
supplies. Think of what a great loss 
that is! This trade, if it were given 
tc the home town, would immediately 
increase its business from a third to 
a half. ‘ 

How many years would it take if 
the home trade principle was adhered 
to strictly before our town would be 
greatly increased in size from this 
source alone? It would require a very 
few years. And with the growth of 
the town, everyone living within its 
limits and in its trade radius line 
would receive a benefit 

All the residents of a community 
have common interests in it. The la- 
borer, the farmer, the merchant, the 
doctor and the lawyer prosper in com 
mon. Their interests are parallel. The 
ccmmunity is co-operative. If the em- 
ployer who employed men from some 
distant city to do his work would 
patronize an out-of-town doctor and 
the town doctor send away for the 
help the needed he laborer would suf- 
fer. And suppose that the laborers 
should send away for their eggs, their 
vegetables, their fruit, butter, etc., 
would not the farmer be affected? 
Suppose that the merchant is compell 
ed to do business without profit; can 
he pay as good wages to his help as 
they are entitled to? So it goes down 
the line. The better the home town 
can be made the better it is for all. Be 
® patron of home industry and by be- 
ing such you assist yourself and all 
in your neighborhood. 
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are hocal, it is obvious that lo¢al mea 
sures will serve to prevent its devel- 


While physicians who have given spe- 
cial study to the subject of cancer, 
are prepared to employ. the neces- 
sary means for its prevention, they 
are powerless to do anything unless 
they have the co-operation and con- 
sent cf the people. ; 

In an article in Liberty not long 
'go Dr W. A. Evans, one of the na- 
tion's foremost. authorities on Public 
FAicalth, makes the' following startling 
statement: “One-eighth of all deaths 
of inet fifty-five years of agt: and 
inore and one-fifth of all ceahs of 
women more tiau forty-five ycurs of 
«age aie due to cancer.” 

In other words every man an« wo- 
mar past the age of forty is a po- 
tential cancer patient. People. real- 
ize this, but they wait until they are 
stricken with the disease before they 
do anything about it. They delay un- 
til they exhibit syniptoms of an alarm 
ing character. Then they go to a 
doctor—when it is TOO LATE. And 
it always IS TOO LATE after symp- 
toms have appeared, since cancer 
must be well advanced before it gives 
rise to signs of its presence. 

Injury into the reasons why peo- 
ple are so negligent in having periodic 
health examinattuis shows that the 
majority are afraid the doctor will 
find that they have cancer, and the 
longer they can go without knowing 
it the longer they will be of a free 
mind. While that is perfectly human 
it 1s perfectly idiotic, as well.

TRACKWAYS BILL FILED

PROTEIN AND MINERAL 
SUPPLEMENTS FOR PIGS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
Feeding tests conducted at the Dom 
tnion Experimental Station Lacombe 
indicate that pigs placed on a ration 
em up entirely of meals from the 


cereal grains tend to become unthrif- 
ty and as a resu't make slow and com 
paratively expensive gains as com- 
pared with pigs whose rations are 
Froperly sypplemented. The cereal 
grains are deficient in both protein 
and mineral matter. A certain amount 
of protein for body growth, and min- 
eral matter for bone development 

must be supplied with the home grown 
cereals before maximum development 
of the growing pig can be attained. 
The addition of skim-milk or butter 
milk to a cereal grain ration has been 
found to be the most satisfactory for

able, or available in limited quantities 
only, various combined protein and 
mineral supplements and mineral 
mixtures are effective in speeding. up 
grains and cutting down the amount 
of grain required to produce a hun- 
dred pounds of pork. 

To obtain data relative to the yalue 
of protein and mineral supplements 

, for growing pigs in dry lot, an experi- 
;ment was conducted at the Lacombe 
| Station. during the spring and sum- 
mer of 1928. 

Six lots with ten pigs in each were 
used in this experiment. All lots were 
self fed the same basic ration consist 

\ ing of oat and barley chop throughout 

the 120 day tert. In addition, one 
| Broup received buttermilk, another | 
: §roup tankage, a third group tankage | 
; and minerals, a fourth group minerals | 
a fifth group salt and a sixth group 
received the meal ration without ad- 
ditions. Buttermilk was fed at the 
rate of 80 pounds per days, tankage 
at the rate of 8 per cent of the meal 
ration and salt mixed with the eed 
at the rate of 214 pounds to 100! 
pounds of grain. The mineral mixture 
consisting of slacked coal 76 pounds 
air slacked lime 8 pounds, salt 20 
pounds, and sulphur 1 pound, was 
available at all times to the third and 
fourth groups trom separate com- 
partments of the self feeders. 

The results of this test in terms of 
dollars and cents, valuing oats at 55 
cents per bushel and barley at 75 cents 
per bushel show that while buttermilk 
cost 2 cents per gallon it had an act- 
val value of 11 cents per gallon on 
the basis of grain saved, and tankage 
costing $2.50 per hundred pounds -had 
an actual value of $12.75 per hundred 
pounds. The mineral mixture costing 
37 cents per hundred pounds had an 
actual value of $3.01 on the basis of 
grain saved and salt costing $1.80 per 
hundred pounds had an actual value 
of $31.72 per hundred pounds, The 
grains were made not only more econ 
cmicaly but also more rapidly. Of the 
twenty-two pigs that were not up to 
170 pounds at the close of the ex- 
periment, 9 or 41.9 per cent were from 
the lot fed no protein or mineral sup- 
plement. . 

In another test with hogs on good 
brome pasture the results show the 
(margin of profit in feeding a protein 

or mineral supplement to be decrea3- 
ed. On the basis of grain saved, valu 
ing feeds and supplements as above, 
buttermilk ‘had an actual value of 3.2 
cent per gallon, tankage an actual val 
ue of $2.77 per hundred pounds and 
minerals an actual value of $2.89 per 
huhdred pounds. °

A motor road that will shorten 
the present Banff-Calgary ‘highway 
and take in some of the finest 
scenery in the Rockiés is now in 
course of construction and should 
be in operation next year. 


The Port of Montreal has again 
scored a new record with grain 
deliveries at 210,500,000 bushels for 
the season. of navigation. Last 
year’s deliveries ran to 195,247,914 
bushels and those of 1926 to 134.- 
591,240 bushels. 


Many visitors from western 
cities In Canada and the United 
States are expected at the Banff 
Winter Carnival this season, said 
W. A. Brewster, president of the 
winter sports organization at 
Banff, judging from the number of 
inquiries that have been received. 
Skiing, skating, and other kindred 
winter sports will be in full swing, 
he said, and it now appears there 
will be many competiters from 
outside points in the wvarious 
events. 


The present season of naviga- 
tion is characterized as “‘a phe- 
nomenal year as far as general 
cargo is concerned” by the chief of 
the wharfage department of the 
Harbor Commission of Montreal, 
commenting on business outside of 
grain. “We shall show a revenue 
increase that will be astounding 
when the annual report comes to 
be made up,” he said. 


Although fhe Canada Coloniza- 
tion Association only started to 
operate in Ontario last February, 
it has already placed 139 families 
on 5,671 acres of Ontario farm 
lands, according to a statement 
made recently in Toronto by W.C. 
Kent, Hamilton, provincial repre- 
sentative of the association. it 
was his opinion that British set- 
tlers found it easier to start in 
Ontario than elsewhere. 


Some 200 of the thousand head of 
buffalo in Elk Island Park east of 
Edmonton, have been slaughtered 
during December in order to keep 
the size of the herd within the car- 
rying capacity of the park pasture. 
[t is expected that most of the meat 
thus secured will be shipped north 

‘ in the form of pemmican to provide 
food for Eskimo inhabitants of the 
Northwest Territories as a result 
of the growing demand from this 
source following the trial ship- 
ments made last year.

WHY ARE DOCTORS 
BEING IMPORTED? 


The announcement of Hon George 
Hoadley, provincia] minister of health 
that he has cabled to England for a 
number of women physicians to come 
to Alberta to practice may have caus 
ed surprise in some quarters but not 
‘amount those who have followed his 


jrecord -in regard to the medical pro- 


fession, says the Calgary Herald. 
It is mot too much to say that Mr 


|| Hoadley has done’ about everything 
i} possible to put the medical profession 


at .a digadvantage. His latest action 
is in a piece with his policy of es- 
tablishing travelling medical clinics 
which seriously reduce the expectant 
practice of the local medical men, of 
authorizing the employment of under 
trained and under-educated nurses to 
do medical work in the absence of 
qualified practitioners, and of guar- 
anteeing the payment of indigent pa- 
tients’ bills in municipal hospitals but 
not those of doctors. 

One result of the Hoadley policy, 
and the government must take respon 
sibility for it is that medical gradua- 
tes have been shunning this province 
for years past. They know that con- 
ditions here are not attractive. There 
is too much government interference 
with the reasonable expectation of 
making a decent living. Records show 
that only six doctors have come to 
Calgary to practice in the past five 
years and four of these came on con- 
tract with existing medical firms. The 
same state of attairs is true in Ed- 
monton Rural practice is not draw- 
ing recruits. 

And why, it may be asked, import 
doctors from across the ocean when 
the taxpayers of Alberta are spend- 
hundreds of thousands of dollars an- 
nually on a provincial university. One 
section of the university’s activities is 
devoted to the training of doctors Are 
the graduates ‘to find employment in 
their native province or to be forced 
to go to the States or elsewhere 
If there is a crying need of medical at 
tention in the outlying parts of the pro

Of this total number the United 
States ‘has already allocated 228 fre- 
quencies or 25 per cent of the world 
total. This, it is pointed out by naval 
officers, is perhaps a larger share 
than this nation might be considered 
to be entitled to, but considering the 
wealth and initiative of the United 
States and its readiness to occupy 
channels, 25 per cent is perhaps not 
too high a figure. As the art advances 
and tuning becomes more accurate, 
the number of frequencies available 
will be greatly increased and then 
other nations ,which are not yet 
greatly interested in high-frequency 
channels, will have ample facilities. 

Allotment of the channels used by 
the United States gives the Radio 
Corporation of America 65 frequen- 
cies, the army 42, the Mackay Radio 
and Telegraph company 87, the navy 
21, the American Telephone and Tele 
graph company 15, and American 


‘| Publishers’ committee 20 and the re- 


mainder are scattered among numer- 
ous smialler interests. 

The army and navy frequencies 
were assigned by the president, as the 
radio commission has no. cognizance 
over the frequencies to be used by the 
government.

WHAT DCES IT MEAN? 


This article is written because of 
the numerous enquiries received by

During the past years, as a result 
cf research in medicine and in the 
sciences, certain tests have been 
made available 1cr physicians. These 
tests are most valuable aids in decid- 
ing the nature of disease, but they 
are northing more than aids. They are 
as it were, on one symptom. A phy- 
sician does not make a diagnosis on 
one symptom only, and for the same 
reason, he does not make his diagnos 
is upon the result of one test. 

It seems necessary to point this out 
as to many people seem to think that 
the diegnosis of certain diseases is 
now made in a machine like manner 
by subjecting the case to a series of 
tests which label the individual as suf 
tering or as free from certain diseases 

We are not minimizing in any way 
the value of these tests; we merely 
point out their limitations. The results 
must be weighed along with other 
symptoms by the physician in charge 
of the case. The significance of symp- 
toms varies, and each case must be 
considered separately.

In using modern tests, physician 
brings all available means to his aid 
50 that he may make a correct diag- 
nosis, a correct (liagnosis being need 
-d not merely to relieve symptoms, 
but to correct or remove the cause of 
the trouble. 

An untrained person cannot under- 
stand the significance of these tests 
any more than he does the mean- 
ing of the different sounds of ‘the per- 
yon he is examining. It is not because 
these are secret or mysterious, but 
s'mply that they require for their in- 
terpretation certain definite scientific 
knowledge, training and experiencer

Now, vacuum tube or undamped 
wave transmission has been develop 
ed to the point where it is far super 
ior to the old:method and the “spark” 
transmitters which have been one of 
our worst sources of interference are 
gone forever.
